HIGHWAY PROGRAM IS OUTLINED 


Highway attention in California is to be given to the filling of 
the gaps on the main routes and to keeping in good repair those prin- 
cipal trunk lines which have been built. With many financial prob- 
blems to face, and some prospects of increased revenues, the ‘com- 
mission has outlined a policy to which, according to Robert M. Mor- 
ton, state highway engineer, it will adhere. Mr. Morton recently re- 
viewed what has been accomplished and revealed the plans of the 
future. before the membership of the Commonwealthgfjub, in San 
Francisco. ; : 
Without counting reconstruction’ requirements, the estimate - of 
the highway department for the completion of the state system, as 
prepared for the legislature last spring, and which included the pav- 
ing of about 1000 additional miles, was over 200 million dollars. 
In addition, it is recognized that increasing traffic requirements be- 
fore the work could be finished would add to the costs. The com- 
mission ‘as capital funds available of less than 20 millions, 12 mil- 
lions of which is in uncollected federal aid. The obligations of the 
‘1919 bond act have been interpreted to mean that at least $20,- 
000,000 for roads must be added to the system by that act. As 
11 millions have been spent, it is figured that 75 per cent of the 
on capital on hand must be used for roads specified in the 1919 act. 
A situation exists wherein the commission finds work under way up- 
on relatively “himportant roads while some of the main ones are 
néglected., . . 
The new motor vehicle act will increase the annual revenue} 
from-the five millions of this year to seven and a half millions in} 
1924. ‘As far as possible, according to Morton, the policy will be 
to classify the highways with regard to their importance and give 
precedence in that order. Improvements which have been installed 
ill be maintained in high class condition. Another policy is called 
“designing for the location” and contemplates varying the materi- 
vals, widths, etc., for the needs of locality. Wider and heavier pave-

ORDINANCE NO. 543 


y ORDINANCE AMENDING : OR- 
AM NANCE No. 81 BY ADDING A 

NEW SECTION THERETO TO BE 

KNOWN AS SECTION 2%. . 

The Counci] of the City of Rich- 
mond do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1 Ordinance No. 81 of 
the City of Richmond is hereby 
amended by ‘sdding thereto a new 
section to be known as Section 2% 
as follows:
